The recovery of Mrs. J. T. Mar­ 
shall, living four miles west of Rush­ 
ville, who has been unconscious most 
o f the time for the last four or five 
<lays, depends on whether her son 
Cecil Marshall, age nineteen years, 
who stole away ten days ago to join 
the regular army, returns home. 
Mr. Marshall was advised by the 
.attending physician yesterday that 
the only thing that would save his 
wife’s life was for her son 
to be 
brought back to her bedside. 
“1 know Cecil will return,” said Mr. 
Marshall yesterday 
evening, “if he 
learns the condition of his mother 
and that her life depends on his re­ 
turn. He was always a good boy, es­ 
pecially to his mother, and she was 
very fond of him. 
Mr. Marshall finds some consola­ 
tion in the fact that Cecil has not 
joined the regular 
army. Just 
as 
soon as lie learned that 
Cecil 
had 
left the farm where he was employed 
a week ago last Saturday, April 12, 
Mr. Marshall made a hurried trip to 
Indianapolis and found that his son 
had been turned down at the recruit­ 
ing station. 
“I don’t believe that he can be very 
far away,” declared Mr. Marshall, 
^because he had only 
ten 
dollars 
when he left home and he could not 
pass the examination. 
The men at 
the recruiting station said that Cecil 
was near-sighted and that lie could 
never get into the regular army.” 
It was the Monday following the 
Saturday Cecil left 
that 
Mr. Mar­ 
shall went to Indianapolis and found 
liis son had been refused admittance 
to the U. S. army, 
lie 
returned 
home carefree and happy because he 
believed that his son would return. 
Slowly the days of last week passed, 
every one filled with hours of anxiety 
for Mr. and Mrs. Marshall, especially 
for Mr. Marshall since he had the 
additional burden of thinking of his 
wife’s welfare. 
Still no w o r d of their son. 
Mrs. 
Marshall hoped against hope. 
She 
felt that her son would not fail her 
on Saturday evening. 
Since he had 
left his home to work out as a farm 
laborer Cecil had never failed to 
show up Saturday night 
to 
spend 
Sunday with his mother, Mr. Mar­ 
shall said. But by the time last Sat­ 
urday night Mrs. Marshall was worn 
and haggard and realized little that 
was going on about her. 
She has been in a semi-comatose 
state and it is a rare occasion when 
she seems to understand anything. 
Her husband has been trying to con­ 
sole her with the 
expressed 
belief 
that Cecil will eventually return, but 
she has lost hope. 
Occasionally she 
throws up her arms and cries out 
piteously, and these are 
the 
only 
signs of recognition she accords her 
husband 
Cecil worked on the Hock farm 
which is o mile below the Johnson 
farm wheie Mr. Marshall is a tenant, 
A week ago last Wednesday he spent 
at home because the Tain had been 
falling so incessantly that nothing 
could be done on the farm. Wednes­ 
day night he returned to his work, 
but Thursday it was imposible to do 
anything. 
That day the farm laborers of the 
neighborhood gathered in the barn at

community as well. 
The county board of 
education, 
Superintendent J. H. Scholl of the 
Rushville schools and County Super­ 
intendent C. M. George were guests. 
They knew very well they would like 
a domestic science course work after 
they had done full justice to the four 
course dinner the girls of the cooking 
class served. 
In the dining room, 
part of which is used as a recitation 
room, were displayed the work of the 
sewing class, including the three prize 


w i n n e r s at tlie national contest held 
at Philadelphia, Pa., in January. 
Superintendent S. B. Walker of the 
Carthage schools anticipated the vo­ 
cational educational law in Indiana, 
and in the vernacular, “beat the state 
legislators to it.” While 
the other 
schools in 
the county, in a large 
measure, will have to begin at the 
bottom when the new law, making 
vocational education compulsory in 
certain departments goes in effect, 
the Carthage schools will have a per­ 
fect organization. 
The vocational work was establish­ 
ed only last October, but it looks 
little like the mere infant that it is. 
Wonderful strides have been made, 
and more has been accomplished in a 
few short months than the most opti­ 
mistic predicted for the first four or 
five years. 
Testimony of the towns­ 
people indicate the community inter­ 
est in the schools and the close rela­ 
tionship that exists. 
The people are 
taking an interest in the work. They 
have been brought in closer touch 
with the work of teaching their chil­ 
dren by the new department. 
Carthage is proud of her school. 
The mere mention of the school and 
a Carthaginian beams. He swells up 
with pride and wants to know where 
there is an equal in Indiana for the 
size of the town. 
No one has an 
answer. It is a modest Quaker com­ 
munity that has always taken a keen 
interest in school affairs, but the in­ 
terest now is greater. 
The Carthage schools were consoli­ 
dated in August, 1879, and the first 
commission 
was granted the high 
school under State Superintendent 
Bloss. Music and drawing has been 
taught since 1894. 
Now the school 
has shown its 
progressiveness by 
forging ahead of any school in the 
county in vocational training. 
The 
school was inspected last fall by Dr. 
W. L. Bryan, member of the state 
board of education and president of 
Indiana university, and he passed 
many high compliments on the school. 
With the exception of one, Supt. 
Walker brought an entire new corps 
of teachers with him when he took 
charge last fall. Under his direction

SAME AS BUYING STOCK AT 66% 


Agreement 
Will 
Give 
Each 
Body 


Equal Control in Company— De­ 


monstrations Made This Fall. 


Realizing that the sale of stock in 
the Ideal Husker Company, organ­ 
ized to manufacture the Ideal husker, 
which is the invention of local men, 
was dragging and that RushVille and 
Rush county people were not taking 
hold of it with the zeal that they 
should, the original holders have per­ 
fected an agreement among them­ 
selves which will be presented to the 
stockholders taking the first hundred 
thousand dollars worth of stock. 
The company was originally incor­ 
porated with $400,000, with A. P. 
Walker president, C. B. Smith of St. 
Louis vice-president, TT. G. Yannice 
secretary and M. E. Newhouse treas­ 
urer and manager. Messrs. Walker, 
Smith and Newhouse own the patent. 
The first plan was that the orga­ 
nizers should hold $200,000 worth of 
the stock, $100,000 should be sold in 
the city ami the remaining $100,000 
should be held in reserve to be placed 
on the market when the operations of 
the company had to be enlarged oir 
account of increasing business. 
The organizers found that 
many 
farmers liked the idea, that they were’ 
very much pleased after they had 
seen a demonstration of the machine, 
but that after they investigated they 
arrived at the conclusion that the or­ 
ganizers held too much of the stock. 
To overcome this prejudice the or­ 
ganizers have reached the following 
agreement which they will enter into 
in all future sales of stock «and which 
will hold with those who have al­ 
ready bought. 
The organizers shall reduce their 
holdings by half, leaving them $100,- 
000. the same amount as will be sold 
to the first stockholders. When this 
has all been sold, the $100.000 taken j 
from the organizers’ holdings will be 
1 hided equally, fifty and fifty, among 
the organizers and the first stock­ 
holders so that each body will con- I 
trol the same amount of stock. 
This will still leave the $100,000 in 
reserve to be sold and turned back 
into the treasury whenever c o n d i ­ 


t i o n s demand it. The agreement has 
been presented to those who have al­ 
ready bought stock and 
they 
are 
very much 
pleased 
with 
it. 
The 
working out of the 
agreement 
is' 
equivalent to selling the 
stock 
at 
66 2 3 per cent, of its par value. 
“Furthermore,” said Mr. Newhouse 
this morning, “we do not intend to 
go ahead and spend the stockholders’ 
money until we know exactly what we 
can do. We will take no risks what­ 
ever. 
We will have some machines 
made up before we build a factory. 
“Demonstrations will be made at 
fairs this fall and in six or eight 
states. 
We will put a live salesman 
with each machine and he will stay 
with it during the corn husking sea­ 
son and take all of the orders he can. 
When the season is over, 
we 
will 
know exactly how many machines we 
have sold and will build a factory in 
acordance with the orders and what 
we may expect in the way of future 
business.”

According to an act of the last 
legislature which will not become a 
law until the Governor issues a proc­ 
lamation, the schools of Indiana will 
have to celebrate Arbor day in the 
future. 
There is no alternative. 
It 
is a “shall” act. 
Tt devolves on 
county superintendents and city su­ 
perintendents to prepare a program 
for the day. 
Four acts, short 
but 
important, 
were passed and appertain to liens 
on automobiles for storage and re­ 
pairs. t<i the legalization Of highway 
bonds sale and to the legalizing of 
schoolhouse bonds. 
A summary of 
the five laws is produced in the fol­ 
lowing: 
House Bill 339 (Chapter 160), ap­

Th e new bill will also be especially ob­ 
noxiou s to th e Japanese, becau se it 
classes th em with th e Ch inese Asiat­ 
ics, wh en th ey claim to be Aryans, not 
Mongolians. 
Th e new* bill will be a su bstitu te 
for th e Th ompson-Birdsall bill in th e 
senate. It is u nderstood th e governor 
h as sanctioned it and will promptly 
sign it after it h as passed both h ou ses. 
Th e administration h as a good work­ 
ing majority in both h ou ses in th e leg­ 
islatu re, and no member w'h o expects 
any favors from th e governor will du re 
oppose th e measu re. 
Th e strong protests received from 
many banks, ch ambers of commerce 
and financial committees indu ced th e 
legislators to drop th e clau se wh ich 
barred all foreign-owned corporations 
from doing bu siness in California. 
W h eth er th is new bill will be con­ 
stitu tional or not does not w’orry th e 
legislatu re. 
Th e legislators say all 
th ey care for is to pass a bill wh ich 
will keep Japanese from increasing 
th eir ownersh ip of land in California. 
Senator Boynton, president pro tem 
of th e senate and administration floor 
leader of th e u pper h ou se, gave ou t 
th e following interview in explanation 
of h is views on th e land bill : 
“I believe th e people of California 
desire an alien land law th at will h ave 
th e effect of preventing th eir agricu l­ 
tu ral and residential lands from pass­ 
ing into th e h ands of th e Japanese and 
Ch inese, and su ch a law sh ou ld be 
passed. 
“It mu st not be so sweeping in ch ar­ 
acter, h owever, as to exclu de all aliens 
California sh ou ld w’elcome th e farm rs 
of Eu rope and Canada, also th e o. pita 1 
investments of th ese peoples, and 1 
believe it wou ld be a mistake to bar 
th ese people and th at capital, simply 
to bar th e Japanese and Ch inese. 
“No good pu rpose can be served in 
th is case by passing a general law*. It 
sh ou ld state its object, as desired by 
th e people of California, and stop 
th ere.”

ate a Volunteer Reserve Force Upon 


W hich to Draw For Commissioned 


Officer« In Tim e of Need, College 


Students Being Asked to Give Their 


Vacation to Studying War. 


Washington, April 22.—College un­ 
dergraduates may receive military in­ 
struction in camp this summer at little 
expense to themselves, under a plan 
which is being laid before the stu­ 
dents and officials of the principal uni­ 
versities of the country by General 
Wood, chief of staff of the army, act­ 
ing for Secretary of War Garrison. 
The general arrangements for putting 
into effect this novel and revolution­ 
ary idea, which originated with Gen­ 
eral Wood, are now practically com­ 
pleted and the war department is rap­ 
idly going ahead with the plan. 
It is proposed to establish this sum­ 
mer two experimental camps, solely 
for the college man, one in the east 
and the other in the west. 
Student 
soldiers to the number of 2,000 will be 
taken to Gettysburg immediately after 
the joint encampment early this sum­ 
mer, and about 500 more will be en­ 
camped at the Presidio of Monterey, 
Cal. The period of instruction will be 
about eight weeks. 
It is proposed to build up, if possi­ 
ble, a great body of well educated 
young men who shall have acquired 
some military 
instruction through 
these camps and then draw upon them 
in time of war, as material for com­ 
missioned officers of the volunteer 
troops. 
The young men will be in­ 
structed in such things as enter into 
the conduct of an actual battle rather 
than an exhibition drill. The students 
will receive uniform outfits and the 
regular army rifles, but no one will pay 
any attention to how he steps or how 
he carries his gun, so long as he gets 
into his head tne first principles of 
what he is about. 
The exercises in the field will be 
varied frequently with lectures on mil­ 
itary subjects by the best officers 
available for the purpose in the United 
States army. The college men will be 
taught the elements of camp sanita­ 
tion and the care of large bodies of 
men in the field and on the march.

or motor tVucks. 
Such a lien may be 
foreclosed where the automobile or 
motor truck is located, by filing a 
complaint “within one year from the 
failure or refusal of the owner” to 
pay the charges. 
The act is to be 
supplemental to all laws now in force 
concerning liens and the foreclosure 
of the same, and shall not be con­ 
strued as repealing any p a rt of it.
